


Council aids chamber, discusses storm 


"it was apparent that the materials placed 
on the street were not a direct result of wind 
damage to street trees.” The notices were for 
between $10 and $20 per property owner. 

Total damage, according to McRea, was 
between $17,000 and $20,000 which did not 
include “abnormal overtime for city crews and 
property replacement. Replacement is some¬ 
thing else,” he told the council. 

Council members debated placing an as¬ 
sessment on the entire town but worried

In spite of negative remarks by Jerry 
Adkins and arguments against the decision 
by Councilmen Charles Corp and Thomas 
Edwards, a majority vote by the Sierra Madre 
City Council brought a $6000 subsidy for the 
local Chamber of Commerce at Tuesday 
evening’s meeting. Mayor Clem Bartolai and 
Councilmembers Carlyle Griffin and Lisa 
Fowler tipped the scales in favor of the 
measure.

The result was a huge 
accumulation of branches, trees and leaves 
to be picked up by the city and rubbish 
contractor. 

City Administrator Jim McRea authorized 
placement of notices at 125 residences where

Fire incidence down 


The number of fires in Sierra Madre dropped 
in number during the past year, according to a 
report compiled by Sierra Madre Fire Chief Marc 
Mueller and Fire inspector Bill Kramer. 

Fire department personnel responded to 760 
calls, a decrease of 23 calls from the previous 
year. Of those, 469 were requests for medical aid, 
again dropped by 40 from the preceding year. 

There was a dramatic decrease in fire loss 
during 1983, $85,573 as compared to $166,960 
in 1982. And, according to the reports, the per 
capita fire loss decreased from $15.41 to $7.90 
in 1983, based on a census population of 10,830. 

Electrical malfunctions caused 16 incidents and 
negligence was the second highest cause of fires 
in 15 incidents. Mueller and Kramer say the level 
of arson and incendiary fires dropped to four in 
1983, compared to 13 the year before.

Surplus food 
available Feb. 22 




Surplus cheese and butter will be dis¬ 
tributed free to eligible Sierra Madre residents 
Wednesday, Feb. 22, from 10 a.m. - noon at 
the Senior Citizen Center in Memorial Park. 

To be eligible, persons must be handi¬ 
capped, unemployed, low-income or 60 years 
of age. Each family may receive only one 
portion, which consists of five pounds of cheese 
and five pounds of butter. 

Joe Delgatto, health chairman of the 
Sierra Madre Commission on the Aging, Inc., 
is coordinating the distribution. The surplus 
dairy products are supplies by the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment. 

Delgatto urges recipients, who must fur¬ 
nish proof of eligibility, to bring bags to carry 
the cheese and butter home conveniently.

The Block Parent Program is a community 
volunteer program designed to protect children 
from all the mishaps and dangers that could 
happen to them going to and from school and 
during summer vacations. 

The requirements to becoming a Block Parent 
are simple. Applicants must have lived in the 
area for at least six months and normally be at 
home during the hours when children are going to 
and from school. A Block Parent Application is 
signed and registered with the Police Department. 

When the application is approved by the 
Police Department, a Block Parent Card is issued. 
The Block Parent Card is then placed in a front

Since motor vahlclaa are a major 
source of air pollution In this area, smog 
checks will be required In tha metropoli¬ 
tan areas of Los Angelas, Orange, San 
Bernardino and Riverside Counties. 

Inspections and necessary repairs 
will be performed by state qualified 
mechanics In prlvately*owned auto repair 
shops that are licensed by the state. 
They are Identified by a amog check logo. 

Smog checks are required every other 
year and more than 6.3 million cars in 
this area will be required to go through 
a smog chock program then. The purpose, 
of course. Is to determine If cars regis¬ 
tered In California meet standards for 
exhaust amissions. 

Vehicles that pass will bo granted a 
certificate of compliance that will enable 
the Department of Motor Vehicles to re¬ 
new registration. Cars that fall Inspection 
must be repaired and reinspected to en¬ 
sure that emissions have been reduced. 

A amog check certificate la required 
tor automobiles and light vans and trucks 
under 8501 lbs. gross weight which are 
20 years old or newer. Exempt vehicles 
are those powered by fuel other than 
gasoline, heavy duty trucks and motor¬ 
cycles, as well as those vehicles that 
have gone through the change-of-owner- 
ahlp program or through Initial regis¬ 
tration In the state during the preceding 
12 months. 

The amog check program was es¬ 
tablished by state law and Is administered 
by the state. About 64 tons each day of 
reactive hydrocarbons will be removed 
from the air. This, of course is the basic 
Ingredient of smog. 

The program Is expected to reduce 
pollution by as much as 25% by 1987. 

When drivers receive their vehicle 
registration notice, they will also be In¬ 
formed If they need a smog certificate. 
If they do, they will select a state- 
llcensTd shop where a two-part Inspec¬ 
tion will take place. This Includes a visual 
check of the car’s smog systems and a 
measurement of the exhaust emissions. 

If the vehicle fails Inspection, drivers 
must obtain low emissions tuneups and 
other needed repairs. The price limit for 
these repairs Is $50. If a vehicle shows 
evidence of tampering, drivers must have 
all smog systems repaired. There Is no 
limit on the cost In that case. 

It’s surely time we have a smog 
program. We have the worst auto smog 
problem In the nation and yet at least 17 
other states already have their smog 
check programs In place. 

We’re ahead In smog but behind in 
treatment. Let’s hope our treatment gives 
us the chance to breathe a little easier.

397th group

The 397th Bomb Group with its 596th, 
597th, 598th, 599th Bomb Squadrons is spon¬ 
soring “A Return To The E.T.O.,” June 4 
to June 18. This pilgrimage to Europe in¬ 
cludes a visit to the Normandy beaches on 
June 6, the 40-year commemoration of the 
D-Day invasion. 

There will also be tours in England and 
France where the 397th was stationed, sites 
of the ground battles, areas of general his¬ 
toric nature, and sightseeing places. An in¬ 
vitation is also being extended to other 
“Air Corps’’ veterans, ground troops, and 
private individuals, family and friends. A 
travel brochure and itinerary will be mailed 
upon request. 

Advance planning is also underway for 
the 7th reunion of the 397th Bomb Group, 
scheduled for the fall of 1985, in southern 
California. 

Former members of this WWII 9th Air 
Force B-26 Marauder group, and other in¬ 
terested persons, are asked to contact the 
397th Bomb Group Association, Nevin F. Price, 
Secretary; P.O. Box 1786, Rockville, Md., 
20850.

The last B-26 group to go overseas 
during World War II, the 397th soon became 
known as the "Bridge Busters” for combat 
missions which began on April 20, 1944. 
At the peak of its combat history, the 
397th struck the enemy’s communications 
during the Battle of the Bulge (Dec. 1944- 
Jan. 1945) and received a Distinguished Unit 
Citation for a mission on Dec. 23, 1944 
when the group withstood heavy flak and 
fighter attack to sever a railway bridge at 
Eller, Germany, a vital link in the enemy’s 
supply line across the Moselle River. This 
mission cost the group many planes and men.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 


According to my calendar, Feb. 16 is the 
night of the full moon.

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As a result of the decision of Sierra Madre 
Environmental Action Council (SMEAC) to adopt 
Bailey Canyon as their park this year, volunteers 
from their nature awareness program, along with 
Girl Scout Troop 345 led by Cecile Goodwin, 
have started refurbishing the two self-guided nature 
trails. 

Canyon View Trail to the falls has 14 
designated guide posts and the Oak Grove has 15. 
Girl Scouts cleared a great deal of trail in the Oak 
Grove and adults set the guide posts in concrete. 

The group plans pamphlets to aid in the 
“self-guided walk” later this spring to be available 
at the library and city hail. 

In April, all third graders in Sierra Madre 
schools will be led by the nature awareness docents 
for a wilderness experience. 

Bailey Canyon Wilderness Park (Upper Bailey 
Canyon) depends on volunteer youth groups for 


continuing maintenance. Anyone who wishes to 
volunteer should contact Midge Morash, SMEAC’s 
coordinator: Laurie Cooper, Parks and Recreation 
Commissioner; or Jenny Jacobsen-Huse, city rec¬ 
reation director. 

Bailey Canyon was dedicated June 11, 1967 
as a wilderness park. Many youth groups, under 
the coordination of Midge Morash, prepared 
trails and readied the park for the public the 
preceding year. 

Jenny Jacobsen-Huse was one of the Girl 
Scouts who originally placed markers in cement. 
Much of the trail was destroyed by the fire and 
flood in the late 70s. 

Lower Bailey Park (the picnic and fire ring 
area) was rescued from development by a riding 
club a year ago, according to Cooper. She says 
that SMEAC can also use more volunteer help 
for upgrading and maintenance.

Many expenses incurred in a job-related move 
may be deductible on 1983 income tax returns, the 
Internal Revenue Service advises. 

Moving expenses which can be deducted include 
the cost of travel to the new location; moving of 
household goods and personal effects; pre-move house¬ 
hunting trips; temporary living costs at the new loca¬ 
tion; and certain expenses related to the disposi¬ 
tion of an old residence and acquisition of a new one. 
However.the maximum deduction for the last three 
items is limited. 

For the exenses to be deductible, the distance 
between a taxpayer’s new job and the old home must 
be at least 35 miles further than the former home 
was from the former job. A taxpayer who is an em¬ 
ployee must work for at least 39 weeks during the 
12 months after the move. 

Eligible taxpayers can claim the moving expense 
deduction whether they itemize deuctions or not. Ex¬ 
penses are reported on Form 3903, Moving Expense 
Adjustment, which should be filed with Form 1040. 

For more information, taxpayers can order the 
free IRS Publication 521, Moving Expenses, by using 
the order blank included in the tax package.

cess is called felt¬ 
ing and once it happens it can’t be reversed. 
Qeaning in “dry” solvent avoids this because 
the solvent doesn’t swell the fibers and cause 
shinkage and felting. 

Why is it difficult to remove spots, and 
spills from wool? 

Wool is thick and absorbent. This makes 
it comfortable to wear but it also means that 
spills can permeate the fabric and can be hard 
to remove. Your professional drycleaner has 
the equipment to remove spills and stains 
thoroughly and safely. If you spill a food or 
beverage, see your drycleaner soon and explain 
the stain problem to him. Some beverages con¬ 
tain chemicals that combine with wool if left 
in for long periods of time. 

Is it safe to hand wash? 

Even with hand washing, lined woolen 
items can shrink more than their linings, re¬ 
sulting in garment distortion. Extra soft wools 
and wool blends, special blends containing 
angora, are extremely susceptible to shrink¬ 
age. Your professional drycleaner will give 
them the gentlest care. 

What about “machine washable’’ wools? 

Some woolens are specially treated to be 
machine washable, but CHECK THE LABEL 
CAREFULLY to make sure. Machine wash¬ 
able wools can also be drydeaned. 


Blintzes 

4 eggs 

2 C milk 

Vi tsp. salt 

1 tsp. fine grated orange peel 

\V* C flour 

6 tsp. butter 

2 Tbls sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla 

Beat eggs, add milk, salt, vanilla and 
orange peel. Pour into flour slowly, stir¬ 
ring with a whisk until you achieve a smooth 
thin batter. Butter a 7” frying pan very 
slightly; pour into it 2 Tbls. of batter, tilting 
pan to spread thinly over entire bottom of 
pan. When cooking, the edges will shrink away 
from sides. Remove blintzes to paper or 
cloth that has been sprinkled with powdered 
sugar. Continue making pancakes, buttering 
pan slightly between each. Fill each blintz 
with l'/2-2Tbls. of orange curd filling. Heat 
slightly when serving and serve with dot of 
whipped cream.
